The senators are Isaac E. Huffman 
of Butler county, L. R . Andrews of 
Imwrenee county and George K. Ce- 
tone of Montgomery county. 
The rep­ 
resentatives are Dr. George B. Nye of 
Pike county and A. C. Low ry of Law ­ 
rence county. 
One indictment was returned against 
each, 
charging 
the 
solicitation 
of 
bribes. 
In addition R odney Diegle of 
E rie county, sergeant-at-arms in the 
senate and alleged go between In ne­ 
gotiations with senators, was Indicted 
with the senators for aiding and abet­ 
ting the bribe solicitation. 
The indicted men appeared at tbe 
courthouse soon after the Dills were 
returned and furnished bonds. 
The 
amount was $5,000 for the three sen­ 
ators and R epresentative Lowry. 
The 
bond of Nye and Diegle was $10,000. 
Three detectives, F. S. Harrison, A. 
C. Bailey and David H. Berry, who al­ 
lege they trapped th<> legislators in 
the bribery deal and who were ar­ 
rested last week at the instance of 
Nye. were bound over to the grand 
Ju ry Monday, but the grand jury re­ 
turned “ no bills” in their cases.

“ What are the Boy Scouts and what 
is really their purpose" is the ques­ 
tion asked by many people, and for 
the purpose of explaining this move­ 
ment Rev. W. J. Horner, pastor of 
the Peoples Congregational church, 
has kindly written a few words in 
explanation of the society.

within 25 per cent error; learning 
the secrets of the woods. 
"The movement is .not military, as 
has been stated. 
Obedience, 
neat­ 
ness and order are scout virtues. En­ 
durance, self-reliance, self control and 
an effort to help some one else every 
day are scout objectives. 
"The origin of the 
Boy 
Scout 
movement dates hack to England and 
Gen. Sir Robert Baden-Powell. 
De 
was impressed with the fact thai I*’. 
per cent of the boys of England were 
growing up without any knowledge 
of useful occupations and he wanted 
to do something that would help the 
boys to become useful citizens. 
"He emphatically stated that his 
intention was not the making of sol­ 
diers. 
In his work, General Baden- 
Powell has touched boy life in all its 
interests and broadened a hoy’s out­ 
look by the widest sort of activities. 
The movement has been organized in 
2 1 countries. 
In Canadian cities Hie 
Boy Scouts are in the thousands. 
"Numbers of boys can be seen do­ 
ing a good turn every day to som e 
one. 
Prominent business men and 
our leading educators are behind the 
movement which is filling a big gap 
in the recreational education of tho 
boyhood of America. 
"The Boy Scouts oath reads:
